The council chamber was crowded 
with citizens who gathered to see the 
“ slaughter of the innocents,” but pre­ 
liminaries were short and eventless. 
Among the spectators were Ex City 
Attorney Megee and the members of 
the old council.

instantly after the councilmen took 
their seats and the meeting was called 
to order. 
The spectators who came to 
eea w’ere certainly rewarded in a spec 
tacular manner. 
Mayor Hall seated 
at the head of the table looked some­ 
what lonesome and ctyainly must have 
felt so. 
The new councl, which went in 
ooffice last night, is composed of rep­ 
resentative business and moral men of 
the community 
They are men of 
brain and good timber. 
They took np 
the reins of the city government last 
night witli a dash and go that set the 
eyes of 
their predecessors, cere bed 
about the room, bulging like those of, 
china dolls. 
When council was called to order 
Messrs. 
Reynolds and Ball 
seated 
themselves on the right side of the 
table and Messrs. Young. Frazee and 
Kelley took seats on the 
left side. 
The roll call showed that all members 
were present, as follows: F iist ward, 
Samnel Young; Second ward, Edward 
Kelley; Third ward, John 1*.
